!R.ecent flooding delivered the death knell to a section of KY 52 East at 
St. Helens last Friday leading to closure of the route to Jackson. 

H. B. Elkins, spokesperson for the Kentucky Transportation Cabinet 
in Jackson, said that an old culvert has given way due to continued water 
damage. He said the “drainage structure over Double Cabin Creek, suffered 
damage during high water last year. Department of Highways personnel 
patched the damaged pavement at the tie as a temporary measure.” 

However, flooding last week caused the eastbound lane to start crum¬ 
bling. Since then more of the roadway has fallen in. 

“This is a high priority,” Elkins said of the need to repair the road. “We 
don’t want to Band Aid it.” 

He said emergency state funds are being sought to give a permanent fix 
to the break. Elkins said that could take the form of a bridge or a concrete 
box culvert. 

Approximately 2,200 vehicles per day travel the road. 

The official signed detour uses KY 11 and KY 30 through Booneville. 

Other routes include St. Helens to Primrose, or from the northern part 
of Lee County through Wolfe County. (See map on Page 6)

I-iee County students will have their last 
day in school on Thursday, May 28, if no 
more days are lost and the state legislature 
helps. 

The Lee County School Board Tuesday 
night approved changes to the school cal¬ 
endar that would allow students to get out 
on that date. The changes are that school 
is to be held May 25, Memorial Day; on 
April 8, which was to be the first of three 
days off for spring vacation; and on May 
19, Election Day. The General Assembly 
must pass legislation allowing schools to 
meet on Election Day. 

According to Director of Pupil Person¬ 
nel Ray Shuler the changes are necessary 
because 20 days and four hours have been 
missed so far. 

Also during Tuesday night’s regular 
monthly meeting, the school board ac¬ 
cepted the resignation of Larry Burgess 
from the board. He resigned citing per¬ 
sonal reasons. Burgess served on the board 
for 20 years. 

The Lee County Archery Team was 
recognized for advancing to state competi¬ 
tion after finishing third in the region. 

Coach Jeff Perdue said that 31 stu¬ 
dents started the season, and 29 have 
remained. 

Recognition was also given to the high 
school girls basketball team for advancing 
to the region after finishing second in the 
district. 

The Math Counts Team advanced to 
state competition once again. 

Teachers Julia Bishop and Glenna 
Wright were congratulated for obtaining 
National Board certification. 

Superintendent Dr. James Evans, Jr., 
was authorized to submit an application 
to the state for Lee County Schools to 
become a District of Innovation.

Similar authorization was given for Lee 
County to become a non-traditional instruc¬ 
tion district. 

Evans said that a survey of students 
found that many have access to Internet. 

Board Chair William Owens said that 
AT&T had contacted him and thanked the 
district for support in passage of a bill that 
deregulates landline phone service. He 
said the company has promised to increase 
broadband service. 

Blanton Coates, representative of 
Codell Construction, told the board that 
little work has been done on construction 
work at Southside Elementary because of 
bad weather. 

The board did approve the second payout 
for the project. It amounted to $102,945. 

Instructional Supervisor Steve Carroll 
told the board of a new program called 
Future Ready. He said that many college 
students get degrees without ever being on 
campus. The Future Ready program, Car- 
roll said, is the high school equal of that. 

He also said that students in the high 
school TEALS program are to be going to 
Seattle at the end of this month. While there, 
they will tour Microsoft and Google. 

High School Principal Mark Murray 
said that students took the ACT exam last 
week, and he believes there might be some 
improvement in scores. 

Shuler, who is also transportation direc¬ 
tor, said that three buses are affected by the 
closure of KY 52 East. He said they are run¬ 
ning about 15 minutes later than normal. 

The board agreed to create a math re¬ 
covery specialist position. The job is to be 
posted. 

A nickel tax hearing is scheduled for 
March 18 at 6 p. m. at the board offices. A 
special board meeting is to follow.

With just a handful of 
days remaining in this brief, 
30 -day session, Kentucky 
was hit again by a record 
winter storm. Despite the 
weather, we’ve made the 
most of our time this week 
as we work to finalize details 
on legislation set as priorities 
early on by our House Major¬ 
ity. The state Senate is in the 
process of deliberating many 
of our bills after passage by 
the House, and we’re all do¬ 
ing what we can to shepherd 
the legislation through the 
final stages of the process. 
Snow, power outages and 
temperatures in the single 
digits caused us to delay 
formal proceedings on the 
final two days of the week, 
but negotiations did continue 
on issues like combating the 
state’s heroin epidemic, and 
providing protections for 
couples in dating relation¬ 
ships. 

This week, the Senate Ju¬ 
diciary Committee voted in 
support of House Bill 8 that 
will allow dating couples to 
seek civil protection from do¬ 
mestic violence, sexual abuse 
or stalking. Currently, these 
protective orders are only 
available to those who are 
married, have lived together 
or share a child together. 
Sadly, Kentucky is the only 
remaining state that does 
not offer civil protection of 
any kind to dating couples 
and, according to federal 
data, also leads the nation 
with the highest percentage 
of women who are stalked. 
After 10 years of work on this 
bill, it’s time we finish the job 
and enact this measure. I am 
hopeful House Bill 8 will be 
passed favorably by the Sen¬ 
ate this time around. 

Work continues on 
compromise legislation ad¬ 
dressing the growing heroin 
epidemic in Kentucky, and 
statewide support of House 
Bill 213 remains strong. This 
approach creates more treat¬ 
ment options for those ad¬ 
dicted to heroin so we can 
break that viscous cycle, and 
makes the rescue drug nalox¬ 
one more widely available to 
first responders, pharmacists 
and families. The bill varies 
criminal sentencing to target 
the largest traffickers with the 
highest penalties, and allows 
needle exchange programs, 
which have been shown to 
dramatically cut down on in¬ 
fectious disease. HB 213 also 
includes a provision granting 
immunity to those who call 
for emergency help to report 
an overdose. The Senate has 
its own version of a heroin 
bill and negotiations to ham¬ 
mer out differences remain 
positive. I was pleased to 
support House Bill 213 on 
the House floor. 

The health and safety of 
Kentuckians served as the fo¬ 
cus of a number of measures 
moving forward through the 
process. This week, the Sen¬ 
ate approved our House Bill 
298 providing $ 132.5 million 
in state funding to help con¬ 
struct a new research facility 
at the University of Kentucky 
that will focus on the state’s 
most serious health issues, 
such as cancer, cardiovas¬ 
cular disease and diabetes. 
UK will fund the other half 
through research contracts 
and private fund-raising. The 
building will bring research¬ 
ers together to work in teams 
across disciplines to address 
these health challenges, and

will serve as an important 
economic catalyst, as well, 
with an estimated 1,623 jobs 
expected to be created with 
an annual economic impact 
of $ 116.2 million. Budget 
matters are normally con¬ 
sidered during our longer, 
60 -day session held in even- 
numbered years, but we 
opened up the process this 
year to move forward on 
this important, potentially 
life-saving project as soon as 
possible. 

Other important health 
matters considered this week 
include legislation requir¬ 
ing health insurers to cover 
the cost of follow-up testing 
resulting from a colorectal 
cancer screening. SB 61 was 
sent to Gov. Steve Beshear 
after being approved in the 
Senate and House. Addition¬ 
ally, a bill that would require 
the state to post a list of all 
Kentucky stroke hospitals 
and stroke centers online 
and distribute the list to local 
emergency services provid¬ 
ers is on its way to becoming 
law. 

At the request of our hos¬ 
pices and medical care pro¬ 
viders, SB 77 passed, which 
will allow an end-of-life or¬ 
der known as a “medical or¬ 
der for scope of treatment,” 
or MOST. Typically used by 
hospice patients in their last 
six months of life, a MOST 
spells out a patient’s wishes 
for their end-of-life care. Un¬ 
like advance directives, the 
orders are considered to be 
physician’s orders and are 
signed by both the patient or 
patient’s legal surrogate, and 
the patient’s physician. 

With time running out, I 


am disappointed the Senate 
has not taken action on our 
efforts to shore up the Ken¬ 
tucky Teachers Retirement 
System through House Bill 
4 . While this approach raised 
some concerns, it represents 
a good faith effort on our part 
to protect the promises we’ve 
made to teachers and retirees 
for their dedicated service to 
Kentucky’s children. If our 
Senate colleagues refuse to 
act on this issue, we’ll contin¬ 
ue to work on this and other 
solutions that maybe offered 
in the months ahead. 

After we iron out details 
on several important mea¬ 
sures this next week, the 
legislature will recess be¬ 
fore returning in late March 
to consider overriding any 
vetoes by the governor and 
wrap up this 2015 session 
for good. I encourage you to 
contact me with any ques¬ 
tions or concerns as we move 
forward through these final 
days or throughout the up¬ 
coming interim session. I

city employee wage scales. 

The change, which 
does not affect any pres¬ 
ent employees, was brought 
about by an increase in the 
Consumer Price Index of .8 
percent during 2014 . It af¬ 
fects only the minimum and 
maximum of each salary 
range. 

Mayor Smith said that 
work has begun on next 
year’s budget. He said the 
first reading should be ready 
by May. 

A review of the financials 
showed that the General 
Fund was in the positive for 
February by $ 2 , 921 . Year- 
to-date it is in the black by 
$109,555- 

Garbage was $ 6,235 to 
the positive for the month 
and $ 48,085 for the year. 

Sewer had $ 7,130 in 
the black for February and 
stands at $ 54,579 year-to- 
date.

The Scientific Method 



H ave you ever wondered how sci enti sts make discoveri es? 
They al I fol I ow the same general process. 11 i s cal I ed the 

scientific method. 

There are six steps to the scientific method. First, scientists 
ask a question, I i ke "H ow can you keep squi rrels from eating the 
seed i n the bi rdfeeder?” Then, they do some research. They may 
watch the squi rrel s to see how they are getti ng to the bi rdfeeder 
and fi nd out what others have tri ed to keep squi rrel s away from 
their birdfeeders. Next, scientists make a hypothesis, or an 
educated guess, on how to solve the problem. They may reason 
that the squi rrels wi 11 stop eati ng the seed if the bi rdfeeder is 
moved out of thei r reach. 

Scientists must do some experiments to see if the hypothesis 
is right. They may move the birdfeeder to different places and 
measure how much seed the squi rrels eat. When the experiments 
are done, scientists can do an analysis of the results. I f the 
squirrels ate less seed, scientists can makethe conclusion their 
hypothesi s was ri ght and I ook at thei r data to determi ne the best 
pi ace for the bi rdfeeder. I f the squi rrel s ate the seed no matter 
where the bi rdfeeder was pi aced, sci enti sts can concl ude thei r 
hypothesis was wrong and look for another solution. 

11 mi ght not be where the bi rdfeeder i s pi aced but what i s 
i nsi de i t that i s causi ng the probl em. Swi tchi ng to seed squi rrel s 
do not like may solve the problem. To know for sure, you'll have 
to try the scientific method.
